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Take a closer look before you make a 
judgement on the 1999 Nebraska women's 
golf team. Even though the Huskers lost 
more players than they return, including 
the leader in stroke average, head coach 
Robin Krapfl says the 1999 team includes 
the Huskers’ "best recruiting class ever." 

"We have a combination of experience 
and youth that I think by the end of the 
season we will really gell," Krapfl said. 

This statement may appear to be sur- 
prising considering the Huskers lost over 
half of last season's starting lineup. Butif 
one looks at the strength of this season's 
starting class, it is easy to understand 
Krapfl's optimism. 

The Huskers brought in one transfer 
froma Division-I school and reloaded with 
a two-time high school state champion 
and two other freshmen who have made 
their marks on the Australian and Swed- 
ish circuits. 

"We are confident that through spring 
play we will maintain or improve our po- 
sition in the region and qualify for the 
NCAA's this year." 

"Tam very proud of our players, and 
generally pleased with their performance. 
Overall, 1 would rate our fall as a 'B'," 
Krapfl said. "We have been in position to 
win a tournament or two and have just 
fallen short, largely because of inexperi- 
ence and inconsistency. We have had out- 
standing effort put forth by everyone. We

Huskers Move On 

Autumn is a season often associated with 
change, something the Nebraska women's golf 
team had to adapt to in the 1998 fall season. 

Coach Krapfl had reason to be concerned 
about the Nebraska women's golf team's for- 
tunes before the season started. 

In addition to losing Nebraska's only two 
conference champions in school history to 
graduation (Shirin Hornecker and Rachelle 
Tacha), the Huskers’ head coach also knew she 
would have to rely heavily on inexperienced 
freshmen. She questioned how much two new 
players from overseas (Amanda Sutcliffe and 
Catha Fogelberg) could contribute early on. 

The biggest blow was when Hanne Nyquist, 
one of Krapfl's top golfers, moved back to Nor- 
way in the summer for personal reasons. 

The hits just kept on coming. 

But the Huskers turned their potential nega- 
tives into surprising positives in 1998. Three 
freshmen played their way into NU's top five. 
And Krapfl said she has been pleased by the 
hard work of sophomore Amy Roux. 

"Lsaw the warning signals last fall that Hanna 
was thinking about leaving, and I knew by the 
spring that she would,” Krapfl said. "Fortu- 
nately, her departure hasn't hurt us as bad as it 
could have. 

"I think this team shows a tremendous 
amount of potential. The five starters have all 
played brilliantly at times." 

Krapfl said the entire fall 1998 campaign for 
the Huskers can be summed up in one word, 
“inconsistent.” 

"We are a talented but very young team, so 
at times we are a little inconsistent. But I think 
they just needed to get the f 
the way. They needed that first season of col- 
legiate experience under their belts. 

"We had some excellent team performances 
for 18 holes and 54 holes; but no player was 
able to sustain that level of play for more than 
four rounds at a time.”

Freshman Amanda Sutcliffe from Australia 
set a new 54-hole Husker record of 216 at the 
Husker Invitational, breaking Heidi Stark's 
record of 217 set in 1995. 

Despite being a freshman, Sutcliffe has al- 
ready done what some golfers are never able to 
do--She has found a way to master her patience 
during her golf game, and that's what makes her 
an excellent player, Krapfl said. 

"There are no weaknesses in her game," Krapfl 
said. "Amanda is able to keep her composure. 
She is consistent and shows no emotion on the 


course. 

"Amanda has already proved to us what she 
can do. We have high hopes for her." 

After the tournament, Sutcliffe said she 
wasn't even aware that she had broken a school 
record. 

"I didn't even know I broke a record until 
after the meet,” Sutcliffe said in her soft-spo- 
ken Australian accent. “I don't usually pay 
attention to records. If I break one, I break one. 
If I don't, I don't." 

Also at the Husker Invitational, during the 
round that set the team record of 285, freshman 
Sarah Sasse of Lincoln had an absolutely bril- 
liant round, establishing a new individual 18- 
hole Husker record of 69. 

However, Sasse's record stood for less than a 
month as sophomore Amy Roux set a new 18-

Roux hit 16 greens in regulation, and missed 
one other on the fringe. 
bogey was on the 18th hole, where she had to 
get up and down from 20 yards. She coolly 
rolled in a six-foot downhill putt for the par. 

"I was thrilled for Amy," Krapfl said. "She 
has worked extremely hard for the past six 
months and really deserved a round like that to 
validate her time and energy. 

"I knew Amy was very talented, and she has 
the best swing on the whole team. She just 
needed the tournament experience. | think her 
performance at Indiana was a huge boost for 
her confidence." 

Nearly all of the Huskers had a record-set- 
ting individual perfromance in one way or an- 
other last fall. 

Freshman Catha Fogelberg of Sweden es- 
tablished a new "first tournament" record at the 
Ptarmigan Fall Classic in September. Her 54- 
hole total of 224 was the lowest total ever for a 
career-opening tournament for a Husker golfer. 

Elizabeth Bahensky finished the fall sea- 
son with an extremely strong perfromance, fin- 
ishing with four consecutive rounds of 75 or 
lower. Bahensky set personal records for 18 
holes and 54 holes to lead the Huskers in at the 
Princeville Rainbow Wahine in Hawaii. 

Senior Gretchen Doerr and Iowa State jun- 
ior transfer Kay Elgert both had solid contri- 
butions to Nebraska's fall campaign and played 
some of their best golf in their collegiate ca- 
reers.

Gearing up for Spring 

As usual, Nebraska will rack up the frequent- 
flyer miles in 1999 as it competes in five places 
spanning from Utah to the Dominican Repub- 
lic. 

On the spring side of the schedule, the Jeannie 
McHaney, Casa de Campo, South Carolina In- 
vite, and Utah-Dixie Classic all look to be good 
polish-ups before the core of the season. 

The Hus then intend to have a good 
showing at the Big 12 Championships on April 
19-20, in Boulder, Colo. 

Following the Big 12s, Krapfl and the Husk- 
ers would like to move on to a regional berth in 
Houston, Texas. After making it to the regionals 
four of the past five years, Nebraska would like 
nothing more than to advance past the regionals 
and on to the NCAA Championships. 

After the fall campaign, the Huskers were 
left standing tenth in the NCAA West District, 
and nine teams in the district qualify for NCAA 
competition at the end of the year. 

"We have a deep lineup, and the players have 
a ton of talent," Krapfl said. "Any one of our 
starters can play in our number one position. 
In fact, we had four different players fire the 
low tournament total in the five tournaments of 
the fall campaign, so a new player stepped up 
each week."

Krapfl’s Record 


ROBIN KRAPFL 


HEAD COACH - 12TH SEASON 


Excellence on and off the golf course has been the hallmark of Head Coach Robin Krapfl's 
coaching philosophy since she began her career 12 years ago. 

Since that time she has led her team to four NCAA West Regional appearances and produced a 
nation-leading 18 Scholastic All-Americans, including the 1992 season when all five starters were 
so honored (the only time this has been done in the history of collegiate golf). 

As a two-time Big Eight Women's Golf Coach-of-the-Year, Krapfl has restored Nebraska to one 
of the elite teams in the conference. Entering her 12th season, Krapfl sees no letdown in the future. 

The last few years have been the pinnacle of Krapfl's coaching career. Her squads have narrowly 
missed qualifying for the NCAA Championships and Nebraska is being recognized as a legitimate 
threat. 

Recruits are also starting to take notice of Nebraska's rise to the top. This year Coach Krapfl 
garnered what is regarded as Nebraska's finest freshman class ever. She hopes this class can take 
NU over the edge and into the truly elite group of schools in the nation. 

In addition to producing 18 Scholastic All-Americans, Krapfl also boasts nine All-Big Eight 
performers, 29 Academic All-conference student-athletes, one All-American, one Big Eight Cham- 
pion, the 1989 Edith Munson Award winner, and two True Temper Scholastic Award honorees. 

Krapfl, a native of West Point, Neb., has been associated with the Husker program since 1979 
when she played collegiate golf for Nebraska (1979-1982). In 1982 she graduated from the 
University of Nebraska with a bachelor's degree in business administration and went on to become 
a PGA Professional at the Lincoln Country Club. There she worked as an assistant under head 
professional and former Husker coach Jerry Fischer, who she also worked under as an assistant 
coach for the Husker women from 1984-1987. 

Since taking the helm of the program in 1987, Krapfl has guided the Huskers to 12 tournament 
titles including a first-place finish at the 1997 Colorado Invitational. She is only the third coach in 
Nebraska women's golf history, following current men's coach Larry Romjue and Jerry Fischer. 

She is married to Richard Krapfl, a history instructor at Norris High School. They have two 
sons, Robert, born on Oct. 30, 1992, and Ryan, born Aug. 20, 1994.

At the Big 12 Fall Preview, she 
shot 78-82-81 to tie for 38th. Doerr suffered a slump at the end of the fall season, hurting her fall 
average in the final two tournaments. 
FRESHMAN (1995-1996): As the only freshman on the team, Doerr played in four of Nebraska's 
final six tournaments. She played 14 rounds in all, averaging an 84.57 per round. Her best 
tournament was at the Utah-Dixie Classic where her 245 earned her a tie for 45th. En route to her 
245, she shot a then-career-low 80 in the final round. Doerr also shot an 80 in the first round of 
the Rainbow Wahine in Hawaii. 

HIGH SCHOOL/AMATEUR: Doerr won the 1994 California Junior Girls State Champion- 
ships and took runner-up honors at the 1995 Northern California High School Championships. 
She competed heavily on the California junior tour while attending St. Francis High School in 
Menlo Park, Calif.

Nebraska solidified its place among the list of up-and-coming 
collegiate golf programs with another solid season in 1997-98. 

Although the squad didn't qualify for the NCAA West Regionals, 
they did capture a tournament title during the course of the season. 

The bar continues to be raised at Nebraska. Thanks in part to the 
talented recruiting classes the Huskers have been bringing home, the 
| Huskers are now considered a national threat, with the NCAA West 
| Regionals and Championships within their grasp every year. 

The 1997-98 season kicked off at Lincoln's HiMark Golf Club 
with the Huskers taking runner-up honors at the Chip-N Club Invi- 
tational. The home course advantage did not pan out, however, as 
the Missouri Tigers took the team title by 11 strokes. 

The Huskers then scored a second-place finish at the Jeannine 
McHaney Memorial Golf Tournament in Lubbock, Texas, against a 
very strong field. 

Nebraska then struggled through its next tournament at the Dick 
McGuire Invitational in New Mexico, finishing 14th out of 18 teams. 

However, less than two weeks later Nebraska got back on track 
quickly, taking first place at the Colorado Invitational, in Louisville, 
Colo. A runner-up finish by Shirin Hornecker helped the Huskers 
finish with a then-school-record of 887. 

Nebraska ended the fall season with a sixth-place finish at the Big 
12 Fall Preview. Rachelle Tacha led all Husker golfers, tying for 
16th.

The Huskers then scored a ninth-place finish at the historic Betsy 
Rawls Invitational in Austin, Texas, against a very strong field. 

After the Betsy Rawls, Nebraska geared up for the stretch run of 
the season.

The Huskers showed promise through its next two tournaments at the 
Dr. Thompson Rainbow Tournament and the Utah-Dixie Classic. 

Atthe Dr. Thompson in Hawaii, the Huskers finished seventh out of 20 
teams. Two weeks later, Nebraska ended up in eighth place with a 627 at 
the Utah-Dixi 

The Huskers came into the Big 12 Tournament knowing they needed 
a good showing to qualify for regionals. However, Nebraska could not 
overcome the competitiveness of the Big 12. 

Nebraska finished the first day of the tournament right in the middle of 
the field, firing a 322 to stand seventh after the first day. A second-day 
315 by the Huskers, kept them in seventh place with one round to go. 
The Huskers would have to place higher than three teams to advance to 
the NCAA West Regionals. 

Heading into the last day, Nebraska was confident that it was still in 
position to make the final cut. As teams started coming into the club- 
house with higher than average scores, the Huskers held the hope that 
somehow their score would be enough to make them NCAA bound. But 
when the final scores were tallied, Nebraska watched its hopes fade as its 
final score was too high. 

Tacha and Hanne Nyquist ended the season one-two, respectively, 
on the team in stroke average. 

Five Huskers were named to the Academic All-Big 12 Team. Tacha, 
Nyquist, Elizabeth Bahensky, Susie Kiene and Amy Roux all received 
academic honors.

Academic Support 

1. Tutorial Support--One of Nebraska’s largest and perhaps most 
beneficial support services for student-athletes is the Tutorial 
Program. Mentor tutors and subject tutors assist student-athletes in 
making successful transitions into college, while experiencing aca- 
demic success. 

2. Supplemental Instruction--A sub-component of the tutorial 
program, this program is effective in helping student-athletes get 
adjusted to college academics, while enhancing academic self-esteem 
and study skills. 

3. Academic Supervision--In order to monitor the academic and 
graduation progress of Husker student-athletes, the counselors 
dedicate extensive time toward academic supervision. Counselors 
receive periodic grade reports from faculty, and various study hall and 
class attendance programs are in place, all for the benefit of the student- 
athletes. 
4. Computer Resources--Student-athletes can become more effi- 
cientand productive by accessing a variety of state of the art software 
programs in the newly expanded 40 terminal computer lab located in 
the Hewit Center. The lab features a combination of IBM and 
MacIntosh computers complete with laser-jet printers. 

5, Educational Assessments--During new student-athlete orienta- 
tion, the academic staff administers a variety of educational assess 
ments to student-athletes to better determine academic strengths and 
areas for improvement. The results help counselors and athletes to 
develop a personalized academic support team. 


Personal Support 

1. Orientation--The Hewit Center coordinates an annual New 
Student-Athlete Orientation program aimed at helping student- 
athletes experience a smooth transition into college life. 

2. Personal Counseling--Counseling staff members provide stu- 
dent-athletes with a supportive and caring environment. Areas 
addressed within personal counseling include: transitional issues, 
stress management, academic focus and personal crisis intervention. 
3. Multi-Cultural Support--This program is designed to enhance 
cultural awareness for all student-athletes to help build a supportive, 
caring environment while learning about different cultural back- 
grounds, Educational programs and sensitivity trainings are also 
offered to student-athletes, coaches and administrators. 

4, Husker Outreach Program--Involvement in the award-winning 
Husker Outreach program gives Husker student-athletes the oppor- 
tunity to make a positive impression on youth, while the student- 
athletes further develop their own leadership and interpersonal skills. 
Through Ventures in Partnership activities, National American 
Education Week, and the annual "School is Cool" Jam sessions, more 
than 80,000 youth statewide hear motivational and inspirational 
messages. 
5. Student-Athlete Advisory Board--Student-athletes from every 
sport meet regularly with athletic department administrators in order 
tobe included on all decisions affecting their personal, academic and 
professional development. The Board was recognized by College 
Athletic Management magazine as the top student organization in 
the nation and has been a model for many other universities. 

6. Preparation for Life After Sports--Seminars and counseling 
support aimed at helping student-athletes with the disengagement 
fromathletics while discovering how to maximize transferable skills.
